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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDIOAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  of 

KINOSWOOD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  on  the  SANITARY  STATE  of 
the  DISTRICT  for  the  YEAR  ending  DECEMBER  31st,  1919. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1919, 

The  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory  during  the 
year,  although  the  influenza  epidemic  of  1918  continued  during 
the  1st  quarter  of  1919, 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  any  other  infectious  disease. 

The  rainfall  was  exceptionally  small  for  the  6 months 
from  May;  only  half  the  normal  amount  fell,  consequently 
there  was  a difficulty  in  keeping  the  higher  portions  of  the 
district  supplied  with  water, 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES.  There  were  90  cases  in  all,  which  included 


all  varieties  of  tuberculosis  29  cases

INFLUENZA . There  were  9 deaths.  This  is  a marked  improvement 
on  last  year,  when  35  were  registered. 

The  epidemic  of  1918  was  continued  during  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year,  but  was  not  so  severe. 

ERYSIPELAS.  No  deaths;  two  cases. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.  There  were  2 cases,  both  of  which  were 
sent  to  the  Children's  Hospital  for  treatment  and  made  a 
satisfactory  recovery,  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  were 
diagnosed  early.  There  is  no  disease  which  requires  such 
careful  attention  and  it  is  very  seldom  cases  can  be  treated 
successfully  at  home  for  this  reason. 

DIPHTHERIA.  No  deaths.  9 cases.  Three  cases  were  removed  to 
Isolation  Hospital  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  at  home  for 
isolation. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  12  cases,  3 cases  were  sent  to  the 

Infectious  Hospital  at  Mangotsfield,  as  they  could  not  be 
isolated  at  home.  It  is  very  difficult  to  Isolate  these 
cases,  as  there  are  many  houses  in  which  two  families  live. 

MEASLES,  36  cases  were  notified  against  the  429  cases  notified 
in  1918. 

I am  pleased  to  state  there  were  no  fatalities  from  this 
disease. 
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WHOOPING-COUGH . 1 death  In  a child  under  5 years  of  age. 


TUBERCULOSIS.  During  the  year  there  were  29  cases  notified,  21 
being  Pulmonary  and  8 other  varieties. 

There  were  16  deaths;  12  from  the  Pulmonary  and  4 from 
the  other  varieties,  including  one  case  of  Meningeal 
tuberculosis , 

Of  the  29  cases  reported  - 16  were  Females,  13  were  Males.

BRONCHITIS.  There  were  15  deaths  attributable  to  this  disease. 

Last  year  only  9 were  recorded. 

PNEUMONIA . 16  deaths. 

CARDIAC  DISEASES.  18  deaths  v/ere  recorded.  26  deaths  were 
registered  in  previous  year. 

CANCER.  11  deaths  from  this  disease,  being  the  same  number  as 
last  year, 

WATER  SUPPLY.  For  weeks  in  the  autumn  there  was  considerable 

reduction  in  the  supply  of  water,  especially  about  the  end  of 
September,  This  was  due  to  the  phenomenally  small  rainfall 
during  the  previous  6 months,  which  was  only  about  one-half 
the  normal  rainfall.  This  caused  an  increased  strain  on  the 
pumping  machinery,  resulting  in  frequent  breakdowns,  with 
consequently  further  lessening  of  the  supply.  The  inadequacy 
of  the  supply  was  felt  most  in  the  more  elevated  areas  of  the 
district,  causing  great  inconvenience . 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  No  extension  to  that  at  present  existing. 

8 more  houses  have  been  connected  up. 

HOUSING . The  housing  problem  remains  with  us,  but  in  a more 
acute  form  than  ever.  Fortunately  there  has  been  no 
epidemic,  otherwise  the  overcrowded  conditions  existing  in 
many  houses  would  have  undoubtedly  proved  a very  fertile  ground 
for  the  spread  of  disease. 

I trust  something  will  be  done  as  expeditiously  as 
possible  to  lessen  this  very  grave  condition,  which  in  the 
event  of  any  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  must  tend  to 
increase  the  mortality. 
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I must  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need  for 
a mortuary  in  the  district*  It  has  been  mentioned  by  the 
medical  men  in  the  district  that  they  may  refuse  to  make  post- 
mortems under  the  present  conditions.  The  houses  are  over- 
crowded, two  families  living  in  most  of  the  small  ones,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  have  the  necessary  privacy  or  accommoda- 
tion essential  to  work  of  this  kind.  It  causes  a great  deal 
of  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  relations  in  the  homes  where 
such  work  has  to  be  done.  The  expense  would  not  be  great 
and  I repeat  that  the  matter  should  be  dealt  with  and  not 
shelved  any  longer. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE  and  SCHOOL  FOR  MOTHERS.  This  work  continues 
to  make  good  progress.  Attendances  are  increasing  and  satis- 
factory. The  women  appreciate  the  help  given  in  the  various 
classes,  Virol,  Glaxo  and  Sugar  are  sold  to  the  mothers  at 
the  lowest  possible  prices,  and  is  of  material  assistance  in 
the  rearing  of  the  more  delicate  infants. 

The  centre  is  now  temporarily  held  at  the  Wesleyan  School- 
room; though  not  ideal  premises,  there  is  more  accommodation 
and  the  work  is  not  so  difficult  for  the  helpers. 

HEALTH  VISITORS.  I am  glad  to  say  we  have  a whole-time  health 
visitor  in  the  district;  she  began  her  work  in  January  1920, 

The  work  has  been  totally  neglected  for  so  long,  that  it  is 
very  uphill  work  at  the  present  time.  But  it  is  beginning 
to  get  into  order,  so  we  may  hope  for  a great  improvement  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.  12  cases  were  registered  of  infants  under 

one  year;  this  gives  a rate  of  5-74  per  1000  births  registered.

BIRTHS.  The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  209  - 

Males  111  Females  98. 

Calculating  the  population  as  15,835,  this  gives  a birth- 
rate of  13*1  per  1,000. 

There  were  5 illegitimate  Births  - 2 Males,  3 Females. 

MORTALITY.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
was  124 , giving  a death-rate  of  8*1  per  1000,  calculating  the 
population  at  15,201.  To  this  is  added  31  Transferable  on 
persons  belonging  to  the  district  who  died  in  Hospital  or  other 
institutions  outside  the  district.  This  total  gives  a death 
rate  for  the  district  for  the  year  of  10*1  per  1,000.

Six  cases,  3 of  Scarlet  Fever  and  3 of  Diphtheria,  were 
removed  to  the  hospital  during  the  year. 

HOUSING  and  DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year  115  House  Inspections  we re  made;  60 
required  notices. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  get  repairs  executed  on 
account  of  the  cost  of  materials  and  labour,  and  the  scarcity 
of  skilled  workers. 

During  the  year  plans  were  submitted  for  5 houses,  but 
one  only  was  built. 

The  number  of  houses  newly  connected  to  the  sewers  was 
8.  An  extension  of  the  sewer  was  made  in  High  Street. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  a small  number  of  cases  the  water  supply  is  obtained 
from  wells,  springs,  and  old  mine  levels,  but  generally  the 
district  is  supplied  by  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company. 

MEAT  and  FOOD. 

Slaughterhouses  generally  are  kept  clean  and  in  good 
condition,  but  they  fall  below  the  modern  standard  in  con- 
struction. 

Meat  has  been-  condemned  in  three  cases. 


WORKSHOPS  and  FACTORIES. 


The  Sanitary  arrangements  in  the  Factories  and  Workshops 
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have  been  fairly  well  kept,  and  defects  in  cleanliness  of 
apparatus  have  been  remedied  immediately  on  notification. 


Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  materials,  and  the  over- 
crowding - which  owing  to  the  lack  of  houses  cannot  be 
remedied  - the  work  of  Inspecting  has  been  carried  on  at  a 
great  disadvantage.
